As of Sept. 15 the industry 
is starting to boom the Grand Central Palace show.

MOST OF US have been feeling like the ostrich who 
sticks his head in the sand. We have known all along 
that there would be a show, that the factories were busy 
on ’36 models, but because the demand for '35 cars kept 
up much longer than anyone anticipated, sales managers 
did a swell job of sushing so that salesmen would not re- 
lax in their efforts on ’35. So for that reason the industry 
agreed that it would be best to wait until Sept. 15 before 
beginning the show ballyhoo.

THE INDUSTRY is in swell shape for this “On to New 
York” movement. Thirty-five has been the best year in 
the last five so far as the automobile business is con- 
cerned. The flow of business has been steady and big. 
The end of the season finds dealers with depleted stocks 
if any; there have been few if any distress sales and 
taken by and large everyone is satisfied, surprised as a 
matter of fact by the way the sales curves went up and 
up. Some predict the final count will be something like 
3,500,000 cars and trucks. It wouldn’t be surprising if it 


is better than that.

AS FOR THE SHOW outlook, I sorta feel a November 
date is going to be better than a January one, although 
some of the critics hesitate in following me on this belief. 
I think the sales appeal of the new cars will result in con- 
siderable buying at retail in November and December and 
if there is a dull spot in the calendar it will come along 
in February, following which will come the spring buying 
as of yore. In other words, November and December will 
be in the nature of “velvet.” Too, we will have the 
stimulus of Christmas buying of automobiles, something 
the industry has not had since the first New York show 
of 36 years ago, which, by the way, also was held the 
first week of November.

THE WRITER did not attend the machine tool show 
in Cleveland, but talking with those who went down for 
a look-see last week I find that machine tool manufac- 
turers are keenly grateful for the business given them by 
the automobile makers; in fact they consider the motor 
car makers as their best customers, which they un- 
doubtedly are. 

There can be no doubt but what the automobile in- 
dustry has been foremost in this wave of modernization 
of plants. The machine tool makers are convinced of this 
and I am told that our Knudsens, our Kellers and our 
McCuens are advanced thinkers along these lines. They’re 
keen in bringing their plats up to date if not ahead of 
the times.

OBSOLESCENCE IS ONE of the problems of the motor 
car people. No longer do they buy on the basis of a 
machine paying out in its first year of life. Today the 
prime factor is “will it do better work at a faster rate 
of production and with a less capable mechanic opera- 
ting?” If it will they’re perfectly willing to spend their 
money for the machines that will.

THE PAST FOUR YEARS has seen a great mortality 
in not only the automotive industry but other large in- 
dustrial manufacturing concerns of skilled mechanics. 
While the old men were drifting into other lines because 
of the depression, and the factories had not been able to 
keep up their training of younger men, the scarcity of 
skilled mechanics necessitated the adoption of machines 
that could be run by men of limited experience. Hence 


the great volume of new business the machine tool 
makers are getting from us.

August Combined registration of new passenger 
Sales cars and trucks for August should run to 
275,000 a total of 275,000 on the basis of an esti- 


mate made by R. L, Polk & Co., which places the 
passenger car total at 225,000 and trucks at 50,000 units. 
These estimates by Polk are based on the returns for 
17 states representing 26.09 per cent of the national total 
in automotive registrations. This represents an increase 
of 10,000 passenger cars above the estimate last week 
which was based upon city returns for the first 25 days 
of the month, If these figures hold true it will represent 
a sharp gain over the previous best August since 1929 
which fell in August 1930. In that year 203,737 new cars 
were registered. Commenting on the August sales, Polk, 
says: “The August record since 1929 is a continuation of 
the uptrend shown in July when both passenger car sales 
at 285,195 units and truck sales at 51,243 were the largest 
for any July since 1929.”
